A Time For Reasoning 

There has been an ominous increase in the fear 
of Russia on the part of the American people during 
the past few months. This is not said out of a desire to 



to any form of super-state. We can, in other words, 
help combat the spread of communism by example. 
We must keep our people and our Industries free of 
the governmental controls which plague Europe.

Improvement associations of this 
area have been invited to unite 
with others in the county In form- 
ing a Chain O' Lakes Regional 
Council, termed a county planning 
commission. 

Preliminary plans were made for 
the organization last Friday at Lake 
Villa when under the leadership of 
Chester R. Jones of Deep Lake, who 
became temporary chairman, a 
committee was formed to draw up 
a constitution and by-laws Friday 
evening, June 25. 

Improvement associations will be 
asked to send delegates two weeks 
later to a meeting in studying and 
adopting some form of by-laws. 

Seventeen of the 22 associations 
Invited to the preliminary meeting 
last week were represented and the 
Idea of the council was accepted un- 
animously. The meeting was a test 
as to whether the council was de- 
sired and those associations present 
will have no advantage over those 
joining later, it was said. 

The committee assigned to the 
preliminary work of forming the or- 
ganization includes J. W. Mix, East 
Shore Crooked Lake association; E. 
W. Balfanz, Petite Lake Highwoods; 
O. V. Caillouette, Duck Lake Im- 
provement association; L. E. Bo- 
land, West Shore Crooked Lake as- 
sociation; H. E. Watnarski, Vene- 
tian Village; Carl Jancnch, Long 
Lake Improvement association and 
Mrs. Mabel Hultgren, Gages Lake 
Improvement association. 

Chairman Jones said that the 
council is occasioned by the chang- 
ing complexion of the lake region; 
that the tendency for people to es- 
tablish permanent homes around 
the lakes and for new subdivisions 
to be opened made problems of sani- 
tation. 

Four committees have been sug- 
gested. They include health and 
welfare which would cooperate with 
the state in matters of sanitation 
and in preventing polution of lakes 
and streams; lakes and waterways 
which would work for the removal 
of rough fish from streams where 
they occur and for law enforcement 
in lake boat traffic; roads and high- 
ways committee to seek road im- 
provement and snow clearance; and 
publicity committee to inform other 
associations and the public in gen- 
eral what the organization is doing. 

The chairman said that one of 
the efforts would be to discourage 
subdivision of land that does not 
lend itself to the use of septic tanks 
and endangers nearby lakes and 
streams. Conversion of sloughs 
comes under this category. 

The broad activity of the council 
could take in the problem of recrea- 
tion for the youth. Many communi- 
ties have no movies or places for 
young people to go for entertain- 
ment. 

Jones urged associations to send 
the name and address of their of- 
ficers so that he can notify them of 
the next meeting. He can be ad- 
dressed at Lake Villa.
